grams — especially Medicaid and 
the Maine State Prison—and to off- 
set the loss of $6.6 million in fed- 
eral revenue sharing. 

Rodney Scribner, Commissioner 
of the State Department of Fi- 
nance and ‘Administration, said the 
additional, budget request is two to 
three times higher than what the 
administration traditionally seeks. 
Scribner explained several factors 
came into play here, such as the 
$6.6 million in revenue sharing 
money from the federal govern- 
ment which the state planned cn 
receiving but which Congress elim 
inated for states last year, leaving 
Maine to pick up the tab. Due to 
the skyrocketing hospital and doc- 
tor bills, the state also found it- 
self short j in the amount it budget- 
ed for Medicaid. About another 
$860,000 in spending can be attrib- 
uted to the “lock down’ effort at 
the Maine State Prison and to 
the opening of a new correctional 
center at Charleston. 

There are also additional pro- 
grams which need assistance to 
Bet through this. fiscal year which 
ends on June 30,

Maine, New Hampsire, Rhode Is- 
land and Connecticut have signed 
an agreement recbgnizing that an 
Emergency Medical Technician 
(EMT) trained‘ and licensed in 
one state will be recognized in all 
states, according to Robert F.

“This agreement helps*the EMT 
who moves to another state,” he 
says.

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SALES OF PRECIOUS METALS 
MAY BE TAXABLE INCOME 

Taxpayers who seli single items 
and collections of gold, silver and 
other precious metals. at a profit 
must report the gain on their Fed- 
eral income tax returns, J. J. 
Jennings, District. Director of the 
Internal Revenue Service in Maine, 
has said.: 

For example, if an individual, 
other than a dealer, sells a gold or 
silver coin, or tableware of pre- 
cious metal for more than the pri- 
ginal cost, the profit is taxable as 
a capital gain. The profit is gen- 
erally the difference between the 
purchase pricé and the selling 
price. 

Profits made by dealers in pre- 
cious metals are taxable as. ordin- 
ary income, Mr. Jennings adds, 
and are not subject to capital gains 
treatment. 

As in any, business transaction, 
good records are a necessity when 
dealing in precious metals. The 
documented dates and the amount 
of purchase price atid saled price, 
and a description of the item are 
needed to determine if the profit is 
a long-term or short-term. capital 
gain. The sale of a capital asset 
after a 12-month holding period 
is considered long-term and is sub- 
ject to a lower tax than short- 
term eapital gain, which applies 
when the holding period is 12 
months or less.

A group of citizens in Maine is 
currently trying to place a. refer- 


éndum on a future ballot that would 


implement ‘an indexing mechan- 
ism for state income ‘taxes, if a 
majority of Mainers agreed, Nine 
states currently use an indexing 
mechanism to erase ‘“taxflation’ 
from annual personal income tax 
payments. 

The Senate, too, may. consider 
an indexing plan for federal in- 
come taxes. I co-sponsored the 
measure introduced by Senator 
Robert Dole (R-Kansas), which he 
offered as the first piece of legis- 
lation in the 97th Congress, This 
tax reform has been gaining sup- 
porters recently as one effective 
method for reducing the unfair tax 
burden on America’s wage earn- 
ers. ; 
‘““Taxflation” occurs when a cost 
of living increase pushes a tax: 
payer into a new bracket, thereby 
forcing him to pay a larger and 


larger percentage of his gross sal: 


ary in income taxes. This produc- 
es a yearly ‘windfall in tax re- 
venues for the federal government. 
Congress benefits from -the wind- 
fall by being able to avoid legislat, 
ed tax increases, while being as- 
sured of more money with which 


to finance: the federal bureaucra-- 


cy. 

In effect, we see Americans suf- 
fering not only- from double-digit 
inflation, but also from double jeo- 
pardy inflation; that is, trying to 
remain abreast of spiraling prices 
by earning higher salaries, and 
then paying an inflation tax on 
those new wages. Inflation penal- 
izes American families twice. 


To erase the inflation tax, an in- 
dexing machinism would adjust 
personal income tax scales to’ re- 
flect the annual rate of inflation, 
as measured by the consumer 
price index, Under the Senate bill, 
tax rates, the personal exemption, 
and the zero bracket amount would 
be adjusted to reflect the inflation 
rate of the previous year. For ex- 
ample, if the inflation rate for 
1980 were 16%, the personal ex- 
emption would rise from $1,000 to 
$1,100.

FIRE RELATED DEATHS DOWN 
FIRST NINE MONTHS OF 1980 


Fire related’ deaths are down for 
the first nine months of 1980 com- 
pared to the same period last year, 

As of Sept 30, the State Fire 
Marshal reports 22 people died as 
a result of fire, compared to 37 
fire deaths recorded during the 
“same time period for 1979. 

“The significant decrease in 

lives lost by fire can be attributed 
to the fire safety and preventive 
-programs conducted by the State’s 
insurance industry, fire service 
and government agencies, the out- 
standing cooperation from the 
“news media, and te a relatively 
mild winter,” said State Fire 
Marshal Don Bisset of the Maine 
Department of Public Safety, 

Bisset said more than 200 wood 
burning safety awareness meet- 
ings were held throughout. Maine 
last fall in an effort fo inform the 
public on the importance of pro- 
per installation and use of woad- 
burning appliances, as well as to 
the life saving characteristics of 
smoke, detectors. : 

However, the State Fire Marshal 
said, “We can’t rest on this re- 
duction in fire deaths, we must 
continue to keep the citizens of 
.Maine alert to the hazards associ- 
ated with wood and coal stoves 
along with related equipment, such 
“as chimneys, and to the demon- 
strated saver of lives—the smoke 
detector.”

Seated next 
to me in the splendid dining room 
was Vice President-elect George 
Bush, who. spoke fondly of his 
summer residence in Kennebunk- 
port and who related to me his 
intention to begin renovations of 
the Bush family compound. 

Also attending in addition to 16 
women members of Congress and 
Senators were United Nations Am- 
bassador-designate Jeanne Kirk- 
patrick, former Ambassador: to 
Great Britain Anne Armstrong, 
top Reagan administration aides 
James Baker and Edwin Meese 
and other dignitaries. 

The President-elect, \whose elec- 
tion was confirmed by the House 
of Representatives on Jan. 6, ad- 
dressed the group briefly and then 


took time out from his busy sched-. 


ule to speak with many of us in- 
dividually. During his comments, 
Gov. Reagan stressed his intention 
to keep lines of communication 
open between the White House and 
the Congress on women’s, issues. 
He announced that his administra- 
tion will include two staff mem-

SOLAR 
FACTS 
by

A LOOK AT SOLAR ENERGY 

Solar energy is the heat that 
comes from the sun, This energy 
is produced at the sun’s core, 
which can be likened toa gigantic 
thermonticlear furnace. - 

Eyery second, this thermonuclear 
furnace conyerts more than 4 mil- 
lion tons of-the sun’s matter into 
energy. This energy is then radi- 
ated. throughout the universe in the 
form of heat and light. 

While our planet receives just a 
small portion of the sun’s total 
energy output, we are unable to 
capture all of the solar energy 
that reaches the earth’s atmos- 
‘phere. eo 

One-third of the sun’s radiation 
is reflected back to space from the 
clouds and atmospheric dust. .An- 
other 10 to 15% is absorbed by 
the atmosphere’s water vapor, 
carbon dioxide and ozone. That 
leaves us with approximately 50% 
of the total solar radiation avail- 
able to this planet. 


Even though the earth’s surface . 


captures only one-half of the avail- 
able solar radiation, the potential 
of this energy source is. astound- 
ing. If we could fully utilize. all 
of the sunshine falling on the 
earth’s surface during a single 
day, the entire world’s energy 
needs could be satisfied for 15 
years! 

To better use the sunlight that 
is available to us requires conceti- 
trating the sun’s rays. Although 
we often think of sunlight as. be- 
ing intensely bright and hof, the 
sun does riot actually deliver much 
energy to any single spot at any 
particular moment. Jn addition, the 
amount of solar energy radiated 
to any one place on éaith depends 
on the time of day, season, lati- 
tude and weather conditions. 

Solar energy technology, then, is 
based on developirig devices that 
can concentrate the sun’s rays so 
they can be harnéssed for domes- 
ti energy use. 

In the United States, modern 
research on ways to use solar 
energy began in the 1930s. In 
1954, scientists formed the As- 
sociation of Applied Solar Ener- 
gy to investigate methods of em-” 
ploying the sun‘s energy for do- 
mestic use. 

By the 1960s, solar energy homes 
were appearing around the coun- 
try. And in 1974, following the fuel 
shortages and price escalations 
caused by the Arab oil embargo, 
Congress called for a vigorous so- 
lar energy research program to 
further develop this promising 
technology.

APPARENT PHONY BILLING, 
SCHEME SWEEPING STATE 


Maine businesses and hospitals a a 2 


have been warned by’ the. ‘Maine | 
Attorney General’s Office of what | 
appears to be a phony billing 


scheme sweeping the state. Hun- 
dreds of Maine hospitals and busi- 
nesses have recently received in- 
voices from a_ California-based 
-eompany for services never re- 
quested. 

According to Assistant Attorney 
General Cheryl Harrington, Chief 
of the Consumer and Antitrust Di- 
vision, Compliance Consultants of 
San Francisco has sent invoices to 
every Maine hospital and several 
Maine businesses billing them for 
goods and services never ordered. 
New Hampshire hospitals have .al- 
so reported receiving the same in- 
voices. The amounts involved, Ms. 
Harrington said, have been under 
$100, usually in the $69 to $89 
range. 

“This appears to be a classic 
phony billing scheme,” Ms. Har- 
rington said. ‘The amounts involv- 
ed are small enough so as not to 
arouse suspicion, and the services 
purportedly rendered are so 
vaguely described that a bookkeep-
